This paper is submitted in response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Information

§1.113, a notice of allowance under 37 C.F.R. § 1.311, or an action that otherwise closes 
prosecution. This Information Disclosure Statement was accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 
C.F.R. § 1.17(p) to comply with the requirements of37 C.F.R. § 1.97(c). 

Applicants request the Information Disclosure Statements and Forms PTO-1449 
resubmitted on July 21, 2006 be reviewed and approved, as they comphed with 37 C.F.R. § 1.97.
